Everything went well 
until the Sth of November; but the we -~ 
ther was vory severe, gale succeeding gale 
with unceasing regularity, and the ship. 
labouring badly in the heavy aces. On the 
morning of the 6th of ‘November the ongi- 
neer on watch noticed 4 peculiar sound issu- 
ing from tho tunnel, und immediately called 
the attention of the chief to it, who at once 
surmised that something was. amisa with 
the shaft, and ordered the engine to be 
stopped and tho fires drawn. On oxamina- 
tion it was found that the thrust shaft; a 
pieco of wrought iron 12 inches in diame- 
tor, 17 feat in length, and weighing 3} tons,

Ox 20th Oct. the oldest Protestant Church 
in Indin--St. Mary's, Fort St. George, 
Madras—celehrated its 216th annivorsary,
